T he subtliv isio n o f to wnships Into dis 
trii-ts is a mu tter o f impo rtance re q u ir ­ 
ing careful co nsideratio n; and tin* elec ­ 
tio n o f o o tid ¡dates fo r co mmissio ner o f 
highways is o f ev en 
gre ater impo rt­ 
une >, as regards tad it lit ness and lo cul- 
tty. 
It is believ ed by many, info rmed 
in such matters 
that the amendment 
cu ntemplates the electio n next spring 
o f full bo ards o f nmmitssio no rs in each 
to wn, the new bo ard to draw lo ts fo r 
t Tin o f serv ice as pro v ided in the first 
p u t o f sectio n Iff as it read befo re tho 
sectio n was amended and has no t been 
repealed o r changed, 
it is believ ed by 
o thers that it ha» reference o nly to the 
o rganizatio n o f bo ards o f co mmissio n­ 
er» upo n first ado pting to wnship o r g an ­ 
izatio n and has no reference to the 
next spring electio n. 
It is a questio n 
o f legal au tho rities to decide, 
in any 
case th e subdiv isio n o f to wnships into 
districts must lie fair and equ itable;

The text of the 
resolution is as follows: 
“ Resolved, That the Monroe doctrine, 
as orig ina lly propounded, w a s directed to 
the special prevention of the threatened 
action of the allied powers in reference to 
the revolted colonies of Spain and the oc 
oupatlon by way of coloniza tion of any 
supposed derelict territory ou this hem is­ 
phere. 
“ 2. Tha t the question of resisting any 
a cquisition of territory by conquest was 
lim ited, as sta ted by Mr. Webster, to cases 
In which, by reason of proxim ity , such ao 
qulsition would 
be 
dangerous to our 
safety and the integ rity of our in stitu ­ 
tions. 
T ru e Grou nd of the Doctrine. 
Tha t the true ground upon which 
the Monroe announcem ent was based and 
upon which any sim ila r position baa been 
taken, rests for its justifica tion upon what 
may be our interests, and our interests 
only ; and that neither by the Monroe doc 
trine nor any other oilieial declaration 
have we ever come under any pledg e to 
any power or sta te on this continent tha t 
binds us to act merely for their protection 
a g a inst invasion or encroa chm ent by any 
other power.

T h at w hen a case arises in which a 
E u rop ean p ower p rop oses to acqu ire terri 
tory by inv asion or conqu est, it is then for 
u s to determ ino w hether ou r safety and 
in teg rity dem ands th a t we shall resist 
su ch action by arm ed force if necessary.

T h a t the execu tiv e has p ressed the 
M onroe doctrine beyond w hat was con­ 
tem p lated at the tim e of its annou nce­ 
m en t and th a t the re su lta n t sequ ence of 
the p osition th u s taken seem s to be a com ­ 
m itta l of this go v ernm ent to a p rotector­ 
ate ov er Mexico and the C en tral and 
S o u th A m erican states.

v iolate the sou nd an d w ell-established 
p olicy th a t we shou ld av oid all e n tan g lin g 
alliances w ith foreign p owers, w hether 
they be E u rop ean or A m erican. 
T h at th is action was p rem atu re, 
looking to the history of the controv ersy, 
and inop p ortu ne in v iew of the bu siness 
and financial condition ot the cou ntry, 
d u e of Policy Not Yet Decided.
